Do Restrictions Defeat intent? 


A Southern city has been considering 


legislation which would ban the construction 


ol any more service stations within its boun­ 


daries. One reason is that gas wars have been 


frequent and fierce there, and many people 


blame this on “overbuilding." 


Elsewhere in the country it is argued that 


service stations are unsightly, unsafe and un­ 


necessarily numerous. Therefore, the argu­ 


ment runs, the thing to do is either outlaw 


new building or to severely restrict it. 


Here in Palm Springs the City Planning 


Commission has been adverse to construction 


of new service stations and the City Council 
is about split on the proposition. 
At least three applications for service 
station permits in the area of the new Tram ­ 
way Road along North Palm Canyon Drive 
have been turned down in recent months. 
Another refused just last month had been pro­ 
posed for Tahquitz-McCallum and Sunrise 
Way. 
These views have drawn interesting com­ 
ment from an employe newspaper published 
hv a leading oil company. It observes: "Ironi­ 
cally, such restrictions would lessen the nil 
companies’ ability to do just what the pro-

This order illustrates not only the moral 
viciousness of a totalitarian order but also its 
political bankruptcy and a self-consuming

posers want them to do — reduce the numbet 
of service stations." 
The reason for th at is simple. This com 
pany, like others, has been cutting back on 
the number of its retail outlets. As new, mod 
ern stations go up, a greater num ber of old, 
unprofitable, or by-passed stations go out. 
It's just good business to sell more products 
through fewer stations — and, in addition, this 
helps the company to attract and hold the 
better, more ambitions dealers. 
"Rut.” says the paper, ‘the program can't 
w ork if we can't build new stations. No oil 
company can simply abandon old stations in 
any great number w ithout building new ones 
—usually in- new locations. It’s all one pro­ 
cess." 
The argument th at service stations are 
hazardous is without foundation — as rela­ 
tively low insurance rates applied to them 
proves. And the trim modern station is any­ 
thing but an eyesore. 
So, to quote the paper once more, this 
company believes “that service stations are 
safe and sightly and good citizens. Granted 
freedom from unrealistic zoning restrictions, 
they will continue to shrink in num ber but 
grow in profitability and efficiency — and 
value to every community* 


economic poverty. F or if a large part of the 
energies and resources of a minority regime 
m ust be devoted to keeping burp-guns guards 


over the more trained and more productive, 


majority, there is obviously less left with 


which to develop a “workers’ paradise.” 


The very weakness of the Communist 


position in East Germany poses some serious 


questions for the W est.

Ike noted that m any natives have 
been "m ade captive by the im- 
peralistic and aggressive policies 
of Soviet Communism." He add­ 
ed that "the Soviet-dominated na­ 
tions have been deprived of their 
national independence." He urg­ 
ed that we "study the plight of 
the Soviet-dominated . . . peo­ 
ples of these captive nations." 
It was a formalized, far-from- 
ferocious statement, but the point 
is that it named the enemy. Pres­ 
ident Kennedy, in a somewhat 
ahorter statement, never mention­ 


ed Russia or China. He contented 
himself with noting that the R6th 
Congress had designated the third 
week of Julv as Captive Nations’ 
Week, and then ventured the du­ 
bious generality th at "the prin­ 
ciples of self-government and hu­ 
man freedom are universal ideals 
and the common heritage of m an­ 
kind.” 


Speeches Censored 


Considering that we spend two- 
thirds of our national budget for 
anti-Communist 
purposes, 
and 
that Mr. Kennedy is a famed 
orator with a stable of talented 
speechwriters. 
you 
can’t 
help 
thinking that he m ight have m ade 
more of his opportunity to blast 
the Sino-Soviet enem y. 


The m atter might be no more 
than academic, except that for a 
long time now the State and De­ 
fense D epartm ents' censors have 
been snipping words like "vic­ 
tory” and proper nam es like Rus­ 
sia and Red China from official 
speeches. Mr. Kennedy's procla­ 
mation 
seemed 
to 
follow 
the 
over-all policy of the soft line. 
Congressman .Pelly went so far 
as to “find myself wondering if 
no proclamation m ight not have 
been better" than the President's 
all-too-circumspect one. 
My guess is that m any of the 
Republican 
Congressmen 
who 
spoke on the House floor will now 
find it useful to run against the 


No Win policy, as well as against 


Medicare, 
anti-business, 
deficit 


spending, power-seeking, the Ken­ 


nedy machine and all the rest. It 
gives House m em bers with fo­ 
reign-extracted 
constituents 
a 
real rabble-rousing issue, and I 
doubt if many will resist it. 
Kennedy Resists Panaeeas 
It will be well, however, if 
they do resist the extrem e ac­ 
cusations. Certainly M r. Kennedy 
is not indifferent to the fate of 
the satellite countries, and no­ 


body expects him to start a war 


of liberation. The President has 


acted with resolution in his re­ 


turn to nuclear testing, and in 


putting American training cadres 


into South Vietnam. 


He has thus far resisted dis­ 


arm am ent panaceas, although he 


has evidently listened and talked 


a good deal in that area. He has 


strengthened the arm ed forces, 


and 
has 
enjoyed trium phs 
in 


Space and missilery. No Presi­ 


dent in our time has worked hard­ 


er at the job. or brought m ore 


brainpower to the post, and his 
personal 
popularity 
is 
rightly 
much higher than the acceptance 
of his political program s or fo­ 
reign policy. 


In sum, the President continues 
to be too much influenced by 
men whose names often get into 
this column and whom he ought 
to com b out his household. He 
might 
begin with 
the 
speech- 
w riter who perpared the Captive 
Nations proclamation, which was 
like a skit on the Garden of Eden 
story with the Serpent left out.

By LYLE C. WILSON 
WASHINGTON (U PI) — On the 
record so far of the D em ocratic 
romrolled 87th Congress, Republi­ 
cans m i g h t be content if the 
Demo:rats won the 8*th Congress 
to be elected in November. 
A Republican presidential nom ­ 
inee in 1964 then m ight reason­ 
ably hope to duplicate the tri­ 
umph of Hsrry S. Trum an in 
1948. Truman made the Republi­ 
can controlled 80th Congress his 
principal 1948 campaign issue. He 
said the 80th was the w orst, ever, 
a do-nothing Congress. 
The Democrats had nominated 
HST reluctantly. They didn't ex­ 
pect him to win. The Truman-AI- 
ben Barkley ticket won and car­ 
ried a Democratic Congress into 
office as well. Grateful Demo­ 
crats promptly rewarded HST and

There 
were boys and girls in the gal­ 
leries from all over the United 
States. They had come to sec 
how the duly elected congress­ 
men of the greatest country on 
earth conducted the business of 
making laws. It was a sorry spec­ 
tacle." 
With all deference to Miss Og­ 
burn. it is necessary to point out 
to her that she 
is championing 
an old-fashioned conception of the 
function of Congress. True, there 
was a 
time when congressmen 
arrived in the chamber promptly, 
seriously debated a bill and then 
voted on it. But Congress makes 
its own rules and this one seems 
to have decided 
that its function 
is NOT to vote 
on bills. There 
are various ways not to vote on 
bills, and not showing up m the 
chamber and milling around in 
disorder is onlv one of them that 
comes under the general heading 
of “ non-legislative strategy.” 


Cites “ Brilliant Example” 
In the Senate we have just wit­ 
nessed a brilliant example of how 
not to vote on bills. Some sena­ 
tors decided not to vote on the 
space satellite bill. They not only 
were not going to vote on 
it 
themselves, they were not going 
to let anybody else vote on it 
The way you accomplish this is 
to start a filibuster, which means 
ou 
keep talking indefinitely so 
there cannot be a vote. 
Sen. Maurine Neubereer filibus­ 
tered for 4 hours and 39 minutes 
when her turn came and it was 
a notable contribution to the non­ 
legislative 
concept of Congress 
even if she did have to slip out 
of her tight shoes. 
But who in his wildest dreams 
would have imagined that Mme 
Neuberger and her don't-vote-on- 
bills faction could win a double­ 
header? They did by agreeing to 
end the filibuster for ten days if 
the other senators would promise 
not to bring in a farm bill to 
be voted upon. The promise was 
forthcoming and undoubtedly this 
was the finest hour for the non­ 
legislative legislators. 
It is no secret that there is a 
move on to make sure noboby 
votes on anything by having Con­ 
gress adjourn and go home. This 
possibility was suggested to Pres­ 
ident Kennedy at his press con­ 
ference and quicker than you could 
say Hyannis Port he announced 
he was against adjournment. The 
moral of this is that you can be in
